No Solution To Rising Costs Of Housing 


A public meeting attended by some 
50 residents October 5 was told by 
area officials that, while there was 
official concern over rising housing costs 
in Southwest, there were no specific plans 
under way to resolve the problem. 

In a question-and-answer program at 
Westminster Presbyterian Church on I 
(Eye) St. S.W., Ward 6 Council Member 


Sharon Ambrose said, “There is not a 
comprehensive plan right now for future 
affordable housing in Southwest.” She 
agreed that residents in such SW commu¬ 
nities as James Creek and Greenleaf faced 
problems — pointing out, for example, 
that city financing aid for seniors’ home 
ownership had expired and no replace¬ 
ment is planned.

Demolition of Waterside Mall 
In Summer 2005 


T he building complex to replace 
Waterside Mall at 4^ and M 
St. S.W. has been radically rede¬ 
signed, following a commitment by the 
Fannie Mae company to be the projects 
main tenant. The construction schedule, 
once planned in phases over 20 years, has 
been accelerated, with work to begin in 

2005. 

Demolition of the former Waterside 
Mall, built in 1973 between Third and 
Fifth and between K and M Streets, S.W., 
is set for next summer. Excavation begins 
in the fall. 

First buildings, on the west side of the 
new Fourth St., are to be completed in 
2008. 


Fannie Mae expects 4,600 employees 
to occupy the first phases 1.25 million 
square feet. The second phase, on the east 
side of Fourth St., could be finished a year 
later, with construction of an apartment 
complex to follow.

T housands of Native Americans 
from North and South America 
took part in impressive ceremonies 
and celebrations on the National Mall late 
in September. 

Ogallala Lakota from South Dakota, 
Piscataway from Virginia and Maryland, 
Navajo from Arizona and New Mexico, 
Aztec (Mexico) descendants from Mex¬ 
ico City, Inuit from Northern Canada, 
Seneca from Western New York, Que- 
chua from Peru and Bolivia, Cherokee 
and other tribes/nations from Oklahoma, 
Blackfeet from Montana, and many more 
indigenous Americans appeared in their 
resplendent regalia at the grand opening 
of the Smithsonian Institutions National 
Museum of the American Indian. 

Camera buffs had a field day. My favor¬ 
ite outfit was a rawhide dress worn by a 
young Lakota woman. As she described 
it, it was of museum quality, composed 
of rare and valuable natural elements. 
(She kept reminding us of the tragedy at 
Wounded Knee). 

If you admire architectural and decora¬ 
tive grandeur, beauty and power, you will 
want to get over to this latest monument 
in Washington, DC. 

I made friends with two men from a 
Navajo chapter in Northwest New Mex¬ 
ico. They were thrilled with the atten¬ 
tion, recognition and respect that Native 
Americans were receiving, as they took 
part in the First Nations Festival and the 
Museum. 

The new museum at Independence 
Ave. S.W. and 3 rd St. S.W. is but a 10- 
minute walk from Waterfront Mall. There 
are continuous events, such as birch bark 
canoe construction in the rotunda near the 
main entrance. The opening day crowds 
have thinned, so you should go. ■

St. Matthew’s Church will be torn down. 


S t. Matthews Lutheran 
Church, at 222 M St. 

SW, plans to sell part of 
its present site to a developer 
to build middle-income rent¬ 
al apartments and will use the 
money to build a new church 
and community center on the 
present site. 

The plan was announced at 
a well-attended public meeting 
of the Southwest Neighborhood 
Assembly Sep. 27. The proposal 
was criticized by some attendees, 
who expressed concern that the 
new complex, to be known as St. 
Matthews Square, would lead to 
increased traffic problems and 
noise pollution in the area, and 
fail to meet home ownership 
needs of the neighborhood. 

The Rev. Phil Huber, pastor 
at St. Matthews since April, 

1999, said, “Our proposal is to 
demolish the existing deterio¬ 
rated church and to construct in 
its place a mixed-use develop¬ 
ment.” 

The church’s proposed structure is to 
include: 

H A new St. Matthews Church and 
offices totaling approximately 7,000 
square feet. 

H A community facility that would 
include a day-care center, a coffee 
shop, and a community meeting/ 
training facility totaling approximate¬ 
ly 7,000 square feet. 

H Underground parking for 70 vehicles 
and limited short-term above-ground 
parking. 

The present St. Matthews site covers 
1.2 acres. The new church development is 
to be on the eastern part on the corner of 
M St. and Delaware Ave. SW. 

The western part, facing M Street, will 
be sold to the Richman Group Devel¬ 
opment Corp. for approximately $2.3 
million. The developer plans to build a 
five-story L-shaped structure containing 
78 rental apartments. It would have one-, 
two- and three bedroom units as well as 
central laundry, a computer room/library 
and a fitness center. The two structures 
will flank a central courtyard on M St. 
S.W., which will be for public use. 

The church anticipates receiving build¬ 
ing permits by next spring. 

The present church building would be 
demolished next summer with construc¬ 
tion of St. Matthews Square to follow. 
The project is scheduled for completion 
in the fall of 2006. 

The present St. Matthews Church 
was built in 1962. It developed extensive 
leakage problems in its roof, leading to 
serious mold and decay in the sanctuary. 
Considered beyond repair, the sanctuary 
was closed in 2000. Its community room 
has since served for worship as well as for 
numerous public activities, such as com¬ 
munity meetings and as a voting site. 
Pastor Huber said he recognized there 


were local concerns. Residents asked why 
the new apartments were to be rental-only 
units instead of condominiums, which 
would offer ownership opportunities. He 
said the developer had made that decision 
because it felt the rental market was stron¬ 
ger. The pastor also said that planned 
off-street parking and the use of vehicular 
access from Delaware Ave. SW would 
minimize anticipated traffic problems. 

Pastor Huber said the land sale was 
necessary because, “We have a building 
we cannot repair and don’t have the mil¬ 
lions of dollars needed to build a new 
church on our own. A new structure is 
advantageous not only to us but also to 
the community. 

He said the present 80-member con¬ 
gregation has been fighting to stay where 
we are. We feel we have an important role 
in continuing to serve Southwest. ■ 


Rededicating 
Makemie PI SW 

A one-block street next to the I 
St. duck pond created during 
SW Urban Renewal in the 
1960s will be rededicated by West¬ 
minster Presbyterian Church after 
11 o’clock services Sun. Oct. 31. 

The street is named Makemie 
Place, and an impersonation will be 
given for the “Father of American 
Presbyterianism, Francis Makemie, 
who in 1707 was jailed for six weeks 
in New York by the British Colonial 
Governor who claimed that only the 
Church of England was legal. Make- 
mie’s acquittal benefited the cause of 
religious liberty in America. H

“A dramaturg,” says Bly, “is that artist 
who helps the plays director shape the 
acting, design, and directorial values of 
a production.” Is the production accu¬ 
rate, for example, in the historical and/or 
sociological setting in which it was writ¬ 


ten? He tries to assure this, Bly adds, 
through research and passing information 
on to the director, starting at rehearsals 
and right up through opening night.For 
Bly, this is a return to the Arena Stage, 
where he held his first job in professional 
theater as associate literary manager in 
1980. Most recently, he has been associ¬ 
ate artistic director of Yale Repertory and 
chair of the playwriting program at the 
Yale School of Drama. As the senior dra¬ 
maturg at Arena, Bly also is supervising 
the Literary Department and assisting in 
season programming of the production of 
Anna in the Tropics, now playing at the 
Kreeger Theater. H

Car-sharing Has Come To Southwest

R ight here in our own Southwest 
Washington, drivers now have 
access to three Flexcar vehicles: a 
Honda Civic located at T Enfant Plaza 
Metro, a Honda Civic at the Waterfront 
Metro, and a Honda Element SUV at 800 
4 th St. SW, parked on the right hand side 
of the Potomac Place entrance. 

For the purpose of this article, 
this writer became a Flexcar mem¬ 
ber and rented the Waterfront 
Honda Civic for a few hours 
Filling out the membership 
form required that I give infor¬ 
mation about my drivers license 
and the credit card I would be 
using to pay the $35.00 mem¬ 
bership fee as well as any future 
rental fees. My choice of a stan¬ 
dard rate plan determined my 
hourly rate of $9 for each hour with the 
first 10 miles free before the charge of 35 
cents for each additional mile. Gas, insur¬ 
ance and maintenance are included in all 
the rate plans. Since the hours between 
11pm and 7am are free with all rate plans, 
car returns can be made in daylight after 
a late evening. 

Within a day or two of completing the 
membership form, I received a letter with 
instructions on how to reserve a Flexcar 
and how to use the enclosed member 
number, PIN code, and plastic keycard to 
access and start the car. As soon as I chose 
a vehicle and the rental time span, the 


confirmation screen offered me a map of 
the cars location. 

At the appointed hour, I found the 
Flexcar parked near the Metro elevator, 
and was able to drive away without any 
complications. 

My own car-sharing experience was 
positive. Everyone at the Flexcar offices in 
Washington, DC was helpful, gracious, 


and good-humored. The instructions in 
the Flexcar manuals, pamphlets, letters 
and on the website were all well written 
and comprehensive 

The Flexcar system offers Southwesters 
a way to save money, improve their health 
by getting more exercise, preserve energy 
resources, and improve both the flow and 
the noise level of urban traffic. Try car 
sharing, the experience may “shift your 
thinking”.

Main features are: 

First, There will be six major build¬ 
ings up to 130 feet high, totaling 2.5 
million square feet. Three buildings will 
be on each side of the reopened Fourth 
St. Five, totaling 2.1 million square feet, 
will be mostly occupied by Fannie Mae, 
with retail stores on the ground floor. The 
sixth will be a 10-story apartment build¬ 
ing of 400,000 square feet, with some 400 
rental units. At least 20% of these will be 
“affordable” units for households earning 
50 percent or less of the areas median 
income. Public parking will be under¬ 
ground below the apartment house. 

Second, The Safeway supermarket 
will occupy the ground floor of the 
apartment building, which will be on 
the northeast corner of the Waterfront 
complex - on K St. S.W. between Fourth 
and Wesley Place. It will have some 
50,000 square feet of space, compared to 
the present stores 30,000 square ft. 

Third, Both the Bank of America and 
CVS drug store have expressed an inter¬ 
est in staying in Waterfront, but specifics 
have not yet been resolved. And there has 
been no decision on temporary locations 
for the bank, CVS or Safeway during the 
construction of Waterfront. 

Fourth, Virtually all of the ground- 
level space in the buildings facing Fourth 
St. and M St. - 75,000 to 100,000 square 


feet - will be for retail businesses. The 

types of stores and the sidewalk and street 
designs are to meet neighborhood needs 
and create a “pedestrian-friendly environ¬ 
ment.” 

Fifth, Work on the reopening of 
Fourth St., which will include on-street 
parking and wide sidewalks, is expected 
to begin next summer. On completion 
of the 13-acre Waterfront complex, there 
also will be underground parking for 
3,500 vehicles. 

David Smith, representing Waterfront 
Associates, the developers, said, “This is 
a very exciting time for this project. By 
bringing Fannie Mae down to the Water¬ 
front, we are going to shorten a 20-year 
project to about half that time.” 

Waterfront Associates has a 74 year 
lease on the property but is buying the fee 
title to the land from the Districts RLA 
Revitalization Corp. for $17 million. The 
Associates also expect to receive a $55 
million line of credit from Fannie Mae 
for other projects and a $5 million grant 
to build affordable housing elsewhere in 
Southwest. 

Two more public meetings will be 
held before the deal is sealed. The city 
Zoning Commission will act on the final 
Planned United Development application 
in November, and a public hearing will be 
held by the D.C. Council next spring. H
